The Young Hawaiian Princess Victim of 
ltecent Attack of Inflammatory 
Rheumatism. 

Honolulu, March 10. — (Via San Fran- 
cisco). — Princess Kaiulani died on March 
(> of inflammatory rheumatism contracted 
several weeks ago while on a visit to the 
island of Hawaii. Site was a daughter 
of Princess Miriam Likelike, a member 
of the Hawaiian royal family. 

Kaiulani was born in 187f>. In 1S91 
she was proclaimed heir apparent to 
Liliuokaliini, who was on the throne of 
Hawaii. The funeral of the dead prin- 
cess will occur on .Sunday, March 12, 
from the old native church, nnd will be 
under the direction of the government. 
The ceremonies will be on a scale befit- 
ting her rank. The body is lying In 
state at Anlashitu, the Princess' old 
home. Thousands of people, both na- 
tives and whites, have gone out to the 
place, and the whole town is in mourning. 
Kings on the government buildings are 
at half mast, and on the residences of 
foreign consuls. Bishop Willis, of the 
Church of England, will conduct the 
funeral service.

New York, March 17— Flames which 
originated from the igniting of a lace 
curtain burst from the second floor of 
the Windsor hotel, at Forty-seventh and 
Fifth avenues, shortly after 3 o'clock, 
just. as the St. Patrick's Day parade 
was passing the building, and in a few 
moments they had leaped up to the roof 
and enveloped the entire Fifth avenue 
Forty-seventh street fronts of the 
hotel. Ten minutes later the flames 
were roaring through the interior of the 
hotel, and all means of escape by stair- 
wavs and elevators was cut off. 
There was the wildest scene of excite- 



window sills, and beckoned to the spec- ■ 
tutors below that they were about to 
leap to the street. The men collected 
upon the sidewalks ready to offer any 
assistance they could and in the mean- 
time other women left the window sills 
and dropped to the street. 

In most cases efforts to catch them and 
break their awful full were unavailing, 
for they struck the sidewalk und in most 
cases broken limbs were the result. As 
soon as the firemen could get their settl- 
ing ladders into position they climbed 
and entered at every window where 
there was an unfortunate guest appeal- 
ing for assistance and mauy cases of 
heroic work was witnessed by the throng 
in the street. 

At the corner of 47th street und Fifth 
avenue directly across from the hotel 
stands the home Of Miss Helen Gould. 
At her direction the injured were carried 
in and were attended by physicians uud 
nurses whom she had sent for. In the 
meantime the chief of police had tele- 
phoned to every hospital in the city ask- 
ing that assistance be sent to the fire suf- 
ferers. Ambulances forced their way 
through the crowds as quickly as pos- 
sible and injured people who had made 
frightful leaps from the windows were 
placed in them and removed to the hos- 
pitals. 

Several occupants of the hotel appeared 
at the windows of sixth and seventh 
stories and even on the roof and made 
their leaps to the street from these 
points. Very few of them escaped either 
instant death or injuries which resulted 
in their den J lis in a short time. 

Meantime the entire building was burn- 
ing. Within 40 minutes after the lire 
burst out the walls on the Fifth avenue- 
side showed every indications on falling 
and presently with an awful crash they 
struck the asphalt covering of the street 
in front of the hotel and caused the 
hundreds of people who were standing 
there to scatter. This weakened the 
walls on 4(ith and 47th streets and they 
followed a moment later. When the

It may be 24 hours or more before a 
complete list of the fatalities may he- 
come known, and it will he longer than 
that before it can be ascertained defi- 
nitely how many charred bodies are on 
the mass of faliea masonry that marks 
the spot where the hotel stood. 

The llames could not be checked, and 
in two hours from the time that the lire 
broke out the entire structure was in 
ruins, and the streets on three sides of 
the building were filled with debris from 
falling walls and tall chimneys, while the 
streams of water being poured upon the 
interior of the ruins had no other effect 
than to fill the air with clouds of scald- 
ing steam, making it impossible for any 
one to approach near enough to search 
for missing bodies.

There were many thrilling scenes in 
the hotel during the early stages of the 
lire. 

As soon as the fire broke out a bell- 
boy discovered the flumes while passing 
along the fourth floor, over rooms occu- 
pied by President McKinley's brother, 
Abner McKinley. and his family. • The 
boy pulled a chain attached to the fire 
alarm, but the chain broke, and he cried 
out the alarm of fire and ran to the floor 
below. The blaze was then lapping up 
everything on the Fifth avenue side of 
the building, and the lad, when he got 
to the floor above the main hall, ran in 
the dining room and gave the alarm to 
the guests there. When the boy reached 
the office floor. W. F. Leland, the pro- 
proprietor, was in the hall, and the boy 
shouted to him that the building was on 
lire.

Their Opposi ion to the Oorbln 
Scheme Denied.

Sunt. Whyto Visits Victoria on his 
Tour of Inspection— Better 
Feriy Service 



■ Mr. William Whyte, general superin- 
tendent of the Western Division of the 
O.P.lt. .accompanied by Mr. George 
McL, Brown, the company's executive 
agent in British Columbia, and his pri- 
vate secretary, Mr. D. F. Coyle, arrived 
from Vancouver last evening and will 
spend to-day in the city. He is on his 
usual tour of inspection but on this oc- 
casion made a slight change in his route 
coming West, travelling instead of on the 
main line, on the Crow's Neat Pass road. 
At present mixed trains are being run 
on the new line but the company have a 
lot of men at work ballasting the road- 
bed and will shortly have fast trains 
running from the blast to Kootenay 
Lake. The coal mines, Mr. Whyte says, 
arc being opened up rapidly and the com- 
pany have a market tor all they can 
mine in the Kootenay country. 

Although Mr. Whyte did not go to 
lUibson where the company are at work 
on their Boundary Creek line, he had a 
I6ug talk with the engineer m charge 
and learned that work is being carried 
on veiy satisfautoi ily. Some delay was 
caused in the work on the big tunnel this 
side of Kobson by the severity of the 
weather, the water used to drive the 
compressor plant which works the steam 
drills being frozen. Of the thirty drills 
<sn the ground only two could he oper- 
ated. This, however, will not delay the 
completion of the line as a switchback 
is being constructed and will be used 
nntil the tunnel is completed. 

On the main line the wooden trestles 
are being replaced just as quickly as 
possible by steel bridges and where pos- 
sible masonry arches. The wooden tres- 
tles nre just as safe as the steel ones, 
the only danger being from fire and the 
loug blockade that would result should 
one of the wooden bridges be burned. 

Sir. Whyte was asked if the report 
that the C.P.It. were about to withdraw 
their opposition to the Corbin charter 
had any foundation in fact, lie replied 
that the company would certainly oppose 
the charter, not only on their own ac- 
count, but because they believed that in 
the interests of Canada, the charter 
slinuld not be granted. The Canadian 
and Provincial governments, he said, 
were doing their best to Induce people to 
settle on the plains of the Northwest and 
in the valleys of British Columbia, point- 
ing out to them that there was a great 
linmo market in the mining districts. 
JMi uld the Corbin railway be built all 
(lie Coundnry Cieek districts would come 
from Washington and the Canadian val- 
v Itys would lemain unsettled. Then, too, 
the ores would bo taken to the Am- 
erican smellers and the project on foot 
to erect smelters on the Canadian side 
or the line would be killed. The idea 
(hat the line wou'd give the Grand 
Trunk an entrance into British Colom- 
bo] and eventually biing it to the Coast 
was, Mr. Whyte said, very far fetched. 
The Grand Trunk had no interests West 
of Chicago and there was nothing to in- 
duce them to build further West. 

In respect to a better ferry service 
between Victoria and Vancouver, Mr. 
Whyte said the C. V. R. had been in 
cominnnicn t'on with the C. P. N. Co. 
and the latter company bad the matter 
undpr consideration. His company felt 
that there was room f"r considerable im- 
piovement in time nt least. 

There was n» immediate prospect of 
the I-Impresscs bring placed en the Aus- 
tralian route and new boats built to 
take Ihoir places. There nre times, be 
said, when the Empresses cannot handle 
nl' U"> Oriental business and no doubt 
with better bouts the Australian busi- 
ness could he increased, but a change

VETERAN EDITOR DEAD, 

Joseph Medill of Chicago Tribune Closes 
a Notable Career. 

San Antonio, Tex., March 17.— Joseph 
Medill, editor of the Chicago Tribune, 
died here to-day of heart failure. He 
was conscious up to the moment of bis 
death, which he mot with calm placidity 
He said to his private physician ten miu 
Utcs before he died: " My lust words 
shall be, 'What is the news?'" 

Mr. Medill came here three months ago 
for his health, and lias been confined to 
bis bed only live Jays. His grandson, 
Robert K. McConnuck, was with him 
in his last moments. His remains will 
be sent to Chicago at once. 

Joseph Medill was born in New Brim 
wick in 18-.'!. When lie was nine years 
of age bis father moved to Ohio, where 
the son worked on a farm while acquir- 
ing nn education. He subsequently 
studied law, and practised for some time 
in Massillon. In 1S40 be founded a free- 
soil newspaper in Coshocton, and in 1S52 
established a Whig newspaper in Cleve 
land. In 1854 he became one of tin 
organizers of the Republican party, and 
since that time had been prominent in it 
councils. He removed to Chicago, and 
in 1855 became one of the owners of th 
Tribune. lie was a member of th 
Illinois constitutional convention of 1S70 
and the author of the minority repr 
sentation clause, and in 1S71 was a 
member of the United States civil i 
vice commission. lie was elected 
mayor of Chicago in t ho same year, and 
later spent some time in Europe. On 
his return lie purchased a controlling in 
terest in the Tribune, and lias since been 
its editor-in-chief.

E. B. Scroggie, the discoverer and 
name-giver of Scroggie creek, the most 
auriferous tributary of the Stewart river, 
is making a short stay at the Dominion 
where he registered with his partner, 
P. Kncvolseu, ou the arrival of the 
steamer Humboldt yesterday morning 
As ocular evidence of the richness of 
the Stewart river country, he has with 
him one nugget weighing .VJo in solid 
gold, and as pietty a sample of the cher 
ished metal as miner ever fastened his 
eyes upon. 

All the gold of that country is remarl 
ably coarse, and Mr. Scroggie anticipates 
a futuie for the distiict second to that 
of ne.ther the Klondike nor the Atlin 
country. At the present time there nre 
many miners making their way iu, both 
from the south and from the north, a 
large percentage of the former being 
Americans who have been unable to car 
ry out their original intentions of goin; 
to Atliu, hut who, the Stewart river men 
declare— will eventually thank the pow- 
ers that diveited them from their course 

All this winter, work has been ad- 
vancing on the Stewai t tributaries, des- 
pite the fact that as low as 55 degrees 
was registered just before Mr. Scroggie 
started for the coast. Many of the min 
ers have been doing little more than 
sufficient woik to hold their claims, di 
viging their attentions between Scroggie 
and the neighboring creeks, and Thistle, 
just over the divide, another famous 
stream. 

In addition to these there are, heading 
in the same dome. Brewer, Tulare, Tel- 
foid. Barker, and half a dozen other 
creeks emptying into the Stewart on the 
r ght hank, and all of which promise 
well — besides McQuestin's, ninety miles 
up from the river mouth, with excellent 
summer diggings, and Uaggart — some 
11U miles up the McQuestin. Barlow and 
Johnson creeks are still others — in fact 
there are scores of streams that have 
never been visited to every one that has 
received a name. 

The field for the prospector's opera- 
tions is therefore an immense one, and 
it will be many years before the country 
could receive a Biiflicient number of min- 
ers to thoroughly exploit it. 

As yet all knowledge of the country 
and its richness hnse necessarily been 
based nn surface showings, the prospec- 
tors being scattered nil over the terri- 
tory and sinking some few holes, but 
never yet to the bedrock. When this 
is done, rich harvests are anticipated, 
from the fact that even the dumps eon- 
tain enough coarse gold to well repay 
the digging and washing- Operations 
have been considerably retarded this win- 
ter through the water coming in, but 
the washup is looked for some time in 
early May. The d stiiet is specially not- 
able for the coarseness of its gold, and 
from an entire absence of thj? Hake or 
floury article, a p .hit that directly ap- 
peals to the old timer. 

Speaking of the report brought down 
by the Cottage City, of an aged miner 
finding his way to Stewart City, de- 
mented and unable to tell his own name, 
but c'utch'Ug in 1 is hand a bag of gold. 
.Mr. Scroggie is able tn supply n few 
very tod facts to complete the dramatic 
narrative. The miner in question, he 
says, it was subsequently ascertained, 
nunc from McQuestin creek: his lapse of 
memory was partial: and now that he 
has sobered up and ceased to be an uu- 
toritv on the subject of pink snakes and 
sky-blue terriers, he is just a very or- 
dinary and unromantic, hard-working 
in ner, content to remain at McQuestin 
and work bis little claim until the charms 
nf civ lizat'on or n shortage of grub take 
him again to the base of supplies. 

Stewart City, according to the new 
comers, has become a town of quite 700 
inhabitants. It is built upon an island 
nt the mouth of the river; is officially 
surveyed, with nil the lots staked, and 
iro d substantial buildings of logs are 
everywhere wi'hin the limits. That the 
new city has a bright future is the 
prophecy of all who have paid it even a 
Hying visit.

ALL DYING OF MY 



Copp r River Camps Desolated by 
Terrible Scourge Which Caii- 
uot be Checked. 



Long- List of Head and Dying— 
victims tvrisli While Flee- 
ing: Over Trails. 



Seattle, March 17.— An epidemic of laud 
scurvy Is sapping the life of the hundreds 
of once sturdy men now In the Copper river 
country. Ten deaths are known to have 
occurred In the last three months from 
this disease, and over fifty cubes which may 
result fatally aro reported. No portion of 
the country seems' to have escaped. The 
river valley Is a great hospital, where every 
settlement Is a ward for dying men. 

A partial list of the dead Is ns follows 
S. Williams, bos Angeles, Col.; John UaUo 
Honolulu; Nick Urban, 1'lttsburg, I'a. ; Jacl 
Harden, San Jose, Cub; D. G. Cushman 
Meadvllle, Mo,; Dun Milliard, Mondvlllc 
Mo. Besides these are one death ul Twelve 
Mile City and three at Copper Centre. Tin 
names of the victims are unknown. 

The story of disease and death, which 
reached here last night by the steiinn 
Excelsior from Orca, Is one of the most 
horrifying that has come from a district 
already famous us a wholesale burial 
ground. Reports from Orca, Bilk, Twelvo 
Mile, Bremner and Copper Centre arc the 
same. .Scurvy Is everywhere. At the last 
place thirty of the sixty settlers are In 
Improvised hospital, and It Is reported 
lhat the attending physician lias lltll 
hope i.f savin- their lives. At Twelve- 
Mile there nro six eases, one of which 
had proved fntal nt last advices. ICnk 
three miles south of Orca, bad fourteen 
cases when the Excelsior sailed, some 
the sick men having been brought down 
i lie river 110 miles from Bremner, the trip 
being made over seven feet of snow. On 
the Excelsior were six men who had re 
covered sufficiently to make the trip out. 

Of the twenty-eight men camped wlthlu 
a radius of ten miles from Bremner City, 
thirteen have been stricken with the 
dread disease up to January 14. Three 
bad died nail others were near death's 
door. On the morning of January 11 the 
ten surviving sufferers left for the Consr 
under the care of fourteen fellow pros 
peetors, wdio, beside hauling the live heir 
less patients, were obliged to carry suf 
Helen t provisions to Inst nt least four weeks 
a less amount being unsafe for so long a 
trip nt that time of the yenr. 

It Is 110 miles to the nearest stenmshlt 
binding, nnd bat thirty-three less to tie 
nearest settlement of whites, the Alg.e 
nnk trading post. It wns In the hope of 
securing n change of diet that the men 
braved the January storms nnd started out 
over seven feet of snow with the mcrcurv 
registering 22 degrees below zero. 

The llrst case was reported about the 
beginning of October, nnd the second near 
the middle of the month. Then the others 
followed so rapidly t lint It wns realized the 
disease was of nn epidemic nature. 

Dr. Frank Menough, of nrnzll. Ind., 
stopped at Bremner on his way up the 
river, and spent three weeks taking care 
of the sick men, giving his services and 
furnishing medicines free of charge. Upon 
his departure Dr. Wlnslow, of Log An 
geles. made n hospital of the Charles Graf- 
ton cabin nnd took charge of the .afflicted 
men. 

S. Mllligan died there. He was a man 
of about CO, a member nf Golden Rule 
Lodg, I. O. O. p., of Los Angeles, Cab. 
and leaves nn only surviving relative, a 
sister, somewhere iu thnt state. 

While these events were transpiring nt 
Bremner City, n much sadder scene was 
being enacted on the Islnnd opposite the 
month of t he Bremner. There, living In i 
tent nil alone In the deep snow, wns Cos 
Mueller, and mine distance away were 
Nick Urban nnd John Babe. All were 
sick nnd Isolated from the other camps by 
open water. Urban wns In the worst con- 
dition, and Itahe. scarcely able to move 
himself, was caring for Ids partner as 
lo st he could. When Mueller, realizing 
the necessity of Ills securing help, by a 
superhuman effort reached Urban's tent 
he found Itahe lying on the bed alone. 
There wns no lire nor any wood to kindle 
one. The poor mnn hurst Into tenrs when 
that relief bad eome, and tol,| 
had crawled back to the (em •,,

He leaves a young wife 
there, having married n month before starl- 
ing for Alaska. D, G. Cushman, of Mend- 
vllle, Mo., died at the upper entrance to 
the Grand canyon. Ills case was u pecu- 
liar one. While assisting In the care of 
his partner, Mnniird, he one evening com- 
plained of the symptoms of scurvy, nnd 
the following dny took to his bed. Although 
:i Stout, hearty man. ho was soon reduced 
to a skeleton, and died In less (ban two 
weeks. Two letters Just receive tell of .the 
death nf his father, nnd of the urgent need 
nf ills help at home. Cushmnn was one of 
the most popular men who came with the 
St. Louis party, as the party was known. 

Daniel Manard, who was sick the longest 
of nil. died opposite the Child's glacier 
and lies hurled there In Rlx feet of snow. 

Half or the Bmnll population of the little 
camp at Copper Centre hi sick In n cabin. 
There nre sixty persons In the plnee wall 
ing and watching for the spring to come, 
or preparing to cross the terrible Valde? 
glacier to leave the country. 

But of these thirty may never lcav. 
They nre sick In the hospital, some of 
them In the Inst stngen of the disease, 
nnd others just entering upon It. Their 
legs nnd nrms nnd bodies nre blackened. 
Up tn February 1. three hud succumbed, 
nnd they were burled at Copper Centre.

Just ns' she was got down 
from the window it seemed as though 
she hud jumped into the flame below 
in despair. A hook and ladder man 
seeing the desperation of the womnn 
seized a scaling ladder and went up 
story after story through the blinding 
smoke. Ho climbed to the coping just 
as the woman reappeared. The fireman 
seized her by the waist and holding her 
tightly to the wall of the building crept 
little by little on the coping and passed 
the fainting woman to another fireman 
who bad braced himself to rescue her. 
There was a dreadful suspense as the 
fireman drew the woman toward him and 
finally bad her safely on the ladder. A 
tremendous cheer went up from the 
crowd. 

All of these rescues nnd many others 
occurred within a period of a few min- 
utes. Meanwhile terrifying scenes of 
frenzied men and women were being en- 
acted on almost every floor of the great 
building. How many persons arc buried 
in the ruins is not known, but at least 
three or four persons were seen to jump 
whose bodies have not. been recovered, 
jumped from the room on 40th street 
jumped from the roof on 46th stretl 
side of the hotel. Another unknown 
man jumped on the Fifth avenue side, 
and two more were seen to jump from 
the rear. Shortly after that two 
women jumped from the roof to the 
court-yard below. 

A careful list, of the missing, revised 
at. 12:30 a. tn.. shows 41 persons un- 
accounted for. 

An unknown mnn was seen to jump 
from the roof al the rear of the hotel. 
His body was not recovered. An un- 
known child was thrown from a window 
by its mother, who also jumped from 
the window, nnd their bodies have not 
been recovered. 

Regarding the origin of the fire the 
Herald will say to-morrow thnt it was 
caused by a gentleman guest at the 
hotel. The man referred to <«as pass- 
ing along one of the hallways and 
lighted a match and applied it to n cigar- 
ette. He tossed the match aside while 
it was still burning, and it fell into the 
folds of a iaee curtain. In an instant 
the flimsy fabric was ablaze, and in- 
stantly the flames shot to the surround- 
ing draperies. John Ferry, a waiter in 
the hotel, is authority for the Ilernld's 
story.

SEALING SEASON. 

A mistaken idea entertained by many 
is that the sealing negotiations of the 
past five years do not apply to this sea- 
son's operations, the idea of the mistaken 
ones being that there will be no more 
close seasons on the coast. This is ac- 
counted for through the expiration last 
year of the five-year term decided on by 
the Paris tribunal for the government of 
the industry during the time mentioned, 
nut the arrangements then made are 
safeguarded by a clause in the law which 
provides for the continuance of the regu- 
lations until a new agreement is entered 
into. For this reason more than half 
the fleet are lying in the upper harbor; 
vessels will be obliged to discontinue seal- 
ing on the last day of April, and Behring 
Sen will remain closed until the 1st of 
August, as in years gone by. Of the 
fleet of 50 odd schooners, only 22 have 
gone on the spring cruise, many consider- 
ing the season too short for profitable 
work. Ou the other hand, however, it 
is expected that over 40 will go to 
Behring Sea.

1 1 is ancestral estates have been stead 
ily melting away during the past half 
century, and when the Klondike sun 
luiist in splendor, he determined, al- 
though then upwards of seventy, to try 
once inoie to redeem the fortunes of his 
family. 

That he should have thus entered nt 
his age, in the race with sturdy and im- 
petuous young manhood for the g'vlil of 
the Northland, is in itself indication 
of the self-reliance and courage that 
distinguished the man. 

The veteran Kentuekinn reached Daw- 
son safely and far from discouraged; he 
got a claim; and he worked it intelligent- 
ly. Report has. it that he succeeded >n 
getting together some $30,000 in green- 
backs, drafts and dust, and with this 
fortune he bade Dawson farewell shortly 
after Now Year's. 

He passed up the river trail without 
mishap, but just below Tagish his sled 
was overturned in the water, and before 
he could right it, Col. Skinner's hands 
and feet had been badly frozen. 

The Mounted Police carried I he aged 
gentleman to Tagish post, where Dr. 
Pare gave him every attention and advis- 
ed him to have his feet amputated. He 
thought, however, flint he could get to 
the hosrytn! at Skagway. and i:i the hope 
of saving his feet, naseed on, two police- 
men being detailed" to accompany the 
sufferer over (he trail. 

Skagway was made last Friday night, 
but the exhaustion and exposure of the 
trip had proved too much for the al- 
ready weakened system. Death released 
the patient from suffering two days later. 
The remains hnve been ombalnyd and 
are being brought, down by the City of 
Seattle, on their way to Old Kentucky.

The 
company had, on December 31st, 044 lo- 
comotives, 022 passenger cars, 1 11 first- 
class sleepers and dining cars, 20 parlor, 
official and paymasters' cars, 16,042 
freight nnd cattle cars, 348 conductors' 
vans, 027 working cars, 5 ocean steam- 
era on the Pacific, 8 river steamers for 
the Yukon trade, 3 lake steamers, 2 ferry 
sleamers, 12 river steamers in Kootenny 
and 3 tugs- The total tonnage of freight 
curried during the year was 5,582,038 
tons; the number of passengers 3,674,- 
602. The tons of freight carried, the 
passengers, the earnings and the surplus 
were ill larger iu 1S08 than in any 
previous year in the history of the com- 
pany. 

Comment on these figures is unneces- 
sary. They are eloquent in themselves. 
They speak great things for Canadn, 
especially when wo ndd that they show 
an increase in gross earnings of more than 



Responding to the invitation of the 
Colonist, the Times deals with the sug- 
gested construction of a railway to the 
head of Vancouver Island. Its article 
substantially amounts to a statement 
that it has no objection to the Messrs. 
Dunsmuir building such a railway and 
that they should have built it years ago. 

We have always known of the useless- 
ness of expecting to make a silk purse 
out of a sow's ear, and hence hardly- 
expected from the Times anything except 
something either frivolous or abusive; 
but we hoped that Senator Templeman 
would realize that his new position car- 
ries with it an obligation to seriousness 
and respectful treatment of his neigh- 
bors. In this it appears we were mis- 
taken. The introduction of tho name of 
the Messrs. Dunsmuir into this matter is 
wholly gratuitous. This paper did not 
refer to them in any way, and it did not 
discuss the proposition as onb with which 
those gentlemen would necessarily be 
concerned. They were not consulted in 
regard to the matter, and the first inti- 
matiou any one connected with the firm 
had that the railway would be discussed 
was received from the newspapers. The 
Colonist did see Mr. James Dunsmuir 
on the subject after several articles had 
appeared, but only to ask him, as one 
who knows something about Vancouver 
Island, to give his views as to the route 
which a railway ought to take and its 
probable cost. The agitation was not 
begun with his knowledge nor has he 
ever been asked his views as to the de- 
sirability of continuing it- Like every 
other person having interests on the Is- 
land, Mr. Dunsmuir would be glad to 
see the railway built and would doubt- 
less lend any effort to secure its construc- 
tion all the assistance that could be reas- 
onably asked of him. We regret, and 
we think the people of Vancouver Island 
will join with us in regretting, that Sen- 
ator Templeman and his paper have not 
felt able to discuss this important ques- 
tion without mnking an attack upon the 
Messrs. Dunsmuir. 

Mr. Templeman says in his paper that 
the Messrs. Dunsmuir have his permis- 
sion to build the road and ought to have 
built it long ago. This is not tho ques- 
tion with which the people of Vancouver 
Island are concerned. Neither the Messrs. 
Dunsmuir nor any one else seem likely 
to construct a railway from Nanaimo to 
Hardy Bay. It would be a development 
railway. It would open a very large area 
of valuable land. It would create a large 
and important northern business. It 
would build up Victoria. It would be 
of great valne to Vancouver. It would 
materially aid Nanaimo. It would lead 
to the building up of new towns nnd the 
settlement of new sections. Surely a 
project of which this can bo truly 
affirmed is worth serious consideration, 
and is not to be dismissed, and least of 
all by a senator of Canada, with the 
statement that certain people may build 
it if they see fit. The Colonist has not 
been considering what any person or per- 
sons may desire to do, but what ought 
to be done in the interest of the people 
of Victoria and the Island generally, nnd 
it is an insult to those people for Senator 
Templeman in his newspaper to treat the 
question in such a cavalier fashion. 

It is well known that the policy of the 
Dominion government in the past has 
been to assist the construction of devel- 
opment roads. This policy has led to 
the construction of many lines, nnd bait 
placed Canada in a very fortunate posi- 
tion in respect to railway communication. 
The present government has shown that 
it is in sympathy with the same line of 
policy, and the indications are that it 
proposes to pursue it. In view of this, 
the Colonist has joined iu asking that an 
effort shall be made to secure assistance 
to a railway on the Island. It has in- 
vited Senator Templeman to say where 
he stands on that highly important ques- 
tion. His answer is: "The Messrs. 
Dunsmuir have everything to gain, and 
will incur very little risk in building this 
road. They should have built it long 
ago.'' We say that such a reply, while 
it. may be worthy of the source from 
which it emanated, is unworthy of the 
subject and unfit to be addressed to the 
people of this community. More than 
this, it is directly hostile to the proposed 
railway. It is well known that no pri- 
vate capitalists are ready to build such a 
railway without government assistance. 
This assistance has already been to a 
degree pledged. In Sir Mackenzie 
Howell's regime a subsidy was promised, 
and since the advent of the Laurier gov- 
ernment: the promise has been renewed. 
In neither case was a definite date fixed 
when the subsidy would bo given, but it 
has seemed to the Colonist that tho pres- 
ent: is an opportune itme to ask for effect 
to be given to these promises. When 
this request is pnt forward at Ottawa, 
those preferring it will be met by the 
allegation in the Times, that certain pri- 
vate individuals could very well afford 
to build tho railway, and ought to hnve 
built: it long ago. If this is the sort of 
aid which Senator Templeman is pre- 
pared to give a project of such Import- 
ance to this city, he is rather its enemy 
than its friend. It is something to know 
where he stands on this matter, but the 
Colonist cannot help expressing its regret 
that he has not taken a different position. 
When it asked for his views it expected 
that he would declare himself ready to 
give his assistance towards securing' the 
requisite federal aid. 



THE YUKON REGULATIONS. 

Mr. Morley Ogilvie haB reached the 
conclusion that the Yukon gold mining 
regulations must be amended if the coun r 
try is to prosper. The temptation to say, 
" I told you so," to Mr. Sifton is very 
strong, but so anxious are we that every- 
thing shall be doue that cau be done to 
get the best results out of the Yukon, 
that we will be content with expressing 
the hope that the result of Mr. Ogilvie's 
observations, will convince the Minister 
that his experiment needs reconsidera- 
tion. We have every confidence that the 
standing of Mr. Ogilvie and his thorough 
acquaintance with the subject will bring 
about such changes in the regulations as 
will give the Yukon country a new im- 
petus. Doubtless if his advice is tnkeu 
nnd the regulations are formed nlong 
broader lines, we will witness an expan- 
sion of the Yukon business far surpass- 
ing anything now in sight. The govern- 
ment ought to remember that tho great 
advantage to Canada from the Yukon is 
not the direct revenue, but its direct and 
indirect influence upon general business. 



That's a fine story which the New 
York World publishes about the troubles 
on Porcupine river between the United 
States miners and Americans. When- 
ever you see a story in a New York paper 
about Canada, it is always well to read 
it. from a geographical point of view. 
The veracious World says that, when the 
anti-alien law passed our legislature, 
United States miners struck out north 
and found placers near the Dalton trail 
lu view of the fact that the Porcupine 
placers are further south than Atlin, and 
in fact lie a little to the southwest of 
that district, it is evident that " some 
one has blundered." It is alleged that 
the United Stales government is much 
in doubt, as to what has taken place. It 
would be quite safe in concluding that 
nothing lias happened. The story' is of 
a piece with that of four years ago about 
the people of Juneau sitting up at night 
with arms in their hands to protect their 
homes from British red-coats, who were 
hourly expected to come down over tho 
mountains and take possession of their 
city. 



In the letter of Mr. Stow, reprinted 
from the New Haven Register by the 
Colonist, reference is made to the letter 
carriers of Victoria. This is one of the 
features of the letter, the absurdity of 
which the Colonist said would sugge: 
itself to all readers; hut some of them 
think special reference ought, to have 
been made to it. We are glad to take 
occasion to say that Mr. Stow was 
supremely ridiculous j n his reference to 
the mail carriers, who have very hard 
work and very poor pay. It is hardly 
necessary to add anything to what has 
already been said in these columns on 
this point, and we speak of the matter 
only to emphasize what has been stated 
so often, that if any men in Canada earn 
more than they receive, the letter-carriers 
of Victoria do.

It was purely (lie resu 
of Conservative demoralization, dlsunloi 
and disorganization. Bnt for these e 
not even the race cry would have pat 
Lnurlcr In power. When the Conservn 
party lost the guiding and controlling hum 
of Sir John Mncdoimld It should have 
taken the ndvlce of the Star nnd sent for 
Sir Chnrles Tapper. It Is no reflection 
upon those high minded nnd patriot I 
statesmen, Sir John Thompson and SI 
Mackenzie liowell, to say that had SI 
Charles Tapper been In Canada nt tin 
time of the death of Sir John Macdonald 
no one would have dreamt of pnRsIng > 
Hie old chief tain's first lieutenant, who had 
been associated with him In near'y all hi 
life's work. II wns not, however, until tho 
party had reached an acute crisis, until ■ 
was liopelrsly torn asunder by faction, tha 
Sir Chnrles wns called In. He found a sit 
nation for which be wns not responsible 
hs took command on the very eve of butt 1 
with lieutenants whom practically lie ha 
not chosen, and with a policy In the adop 
Hon of which be had little choice. 

Although the Conservative party hns been 
out of office for nenrly threo years, the 
country has not yet had an opportunity of 
forming nn opinion upon Canadian Liberal- 
Ism In power. Cnnadlnn Liberalism of the 
days when It was represented by Blake, 



Laurier, Cartwrlght and Mills, appears to 
be dead. Neither the principles they advo- 
cated nor the men themselves count for 
anything In tho so-called "Liberal" regime. 
The premier himself Ib simply a constitu- 
tional llctlon. Sir Richard Cartwrlght, th< 
most typical Liberal of the old school, per- 
haps the ablest of the Liberal leaders, 
might ns well be the gentleman usher of the 
Black Rod for nil the Influence he now 
wields upon Canadian politics. Cart- 
wright's sendees ns financial critic of the 
government when his party were In Op- 
position were such ns certainly entitled 
him to the finance portfolio; bat ho was 
simply shelved to'- make room for a pro 
vlnclal politician whose chief qualification 
for the office of minister of llnnnce appears 
to be his magnificent Ignorance of financial 
and tariff questions. One of the first prob- 
lems of the new regime seems to hnve been 
bow to get rid of the old lenders. Pending 
the time when they can send Sir Richard 
tr. represent the Canadian government at 
Washington, or Tlmbnctoo or Wngga-Wag 
ga, he Is solaced with a portfuliu which 
involves no duties of any consequence, and 
no pntronnge. 

The real master of the present admin- 
istration 13 a renegade Conservative, who 
wants no rivals, and has no use for tho 
old leaders. Sir Oliver Mownt, of the cele- 
brated firm of Laurier, Mowat and Victory, 
was railroaded Into a lieutenant-governor 
hip, nnd Sir Richard bus been got rid 
of, if not as apparently, quite as effective 
The pnrty of Blake, Laurier, Cart- 
wrlght nn.l Mills has become the party of 
Tarte, Blair, Sifton nnd fielding. 

The lesson of the "Liberal" regime Is 
very like the lesson of the Conservative re- 
gime; power is demoralizing, and the moral 
the electorate is that unceasing vigi- 
lance is the price of pure administration. 
Take the Globe's advice: "Turn the ras- 
cals out" every time, bnt above all keep 
an eye on the men In power all the time. 
Those are the men, Whether Liberal or Con 
Ecrvatlve, who need the most watching and 
criticizing, nnd those are the men we In- 
tend to watch nnd criticize, as we have 
done in the past.

SIR WILFRID'S LATEST FAILURE. 

from the Montreal Star. 

The most surprising tnlng nbout the fail- 
ure of the Dominion government's attempt 
to negotiate a treaty With the United States 
Is that none of the ardent supporters of 
I lie government prof ess to be surprised at 
It. from the comments made by them, 
one would Imagine that the government 
lias not so much failed In succeeding, as It 
succeeded in failing. 

When we come to think of it, most of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurter's succsscs tire of this 
negative order. The future historian of 
Camilla will find him a puzzling subject ti 
deal with. Ho will find that by contem 
poiary public opinion Laurier occupied a 
big place In the thoughts of his fellow- 
countrymen; that he was by common con- 
sent a man of brilliant parts; but when 
tile historian comes to write his chapter 
upon the great things accomplished by Sir 
Wilfrid he will find Hint for very lack of 
material be has made It ns short as the 
celebrated essay oa "The Snakes of Ire- 
land," and very much to the same pur- 
pose. 

He will find no such difficulty in dealing 
with the achievements of some other dis- 
tinguished Canadian statesmen. For la- 
stance, take Sir Wilfld's great opponent, 
Sir Charles Tuppcr— the historian can find 
plenty of Interesting mnterial In the rec- 
ords showing how the heroic energy, the 
pluck, the unselfish patriotism of Dr. Tup- 
pcr saved the forlorn hope of confedera- 
tion; bow he, with bis great chieftain, Sir 
John Macdonald, fought the great battle 
of proteclon against free trade nnd laid 
the foundations of the Industrial prosperity 
of the several colonies they bad welded 
into a nation; how In the face of the bitter 
opposition of the Liberal party he succeed- 
ed in uniting the Atlantic and Pacific 
shores of Canada by bands of steel. He 
tan show how Macdonald nnd Tuppcr uni- 
ted the British North American provinces 
politically by confederation; Industrially 
and commercially by the national policy, 
and geographically by the Canadian Paci- 
fic Hallway. 

Of Laurier what can the historian write? 
He will have to say that Laurier was tho 
accident of an accident; a statesman by 
courtesy; whose statecraft consistsed eliief- 
(Oiirte*y; whose statecraft consisted chlef- 
wlio could speak eloquently and ambiguous- 
ly In two languages, and hold his tongue In 
neither. That a wave of race prejudice 
coinciding with an era of death, disunion 
and disaster in the ranks of his opponents, 
placed him In power. That In power ns Iu 
opposition he succeeded only In consistent- 
ly falling. That not one great measure c.f 
reform or of national advancement stands 
to his credit or to the credit of his admin- 
istration. That he clung tenaciously to of- 
fice for a few years by walking humbly Id 
some of tho footprints of the men whom 
he had derided and maligned during his 
whole public life. That a cruel fate made 
the . professional purist, of the old Liberal 
school, the bend of the greatest nggrega 
Hon of political impostors Hint ever dis- 
honored the Windsor uniform. That dur 
Ing his admlnlstrn"ou the electorate of 
Canada was debaucued and corrupted as it 
had never been before. 

As stated In the beginning of this arti- 
cle, the future historian of Cnnndn must 
find the principal material for the Laurier 
stctlon In the record of Sir Wilfrid's fail- 
ures, and this need not be an uninteresting 
chapter. A chapter! did we say? It Is 
worthy of a volume. Our friend, tho his- 
torian, wHI have to say: 

That Sir Wilfrid spent most of bis public 
life In advocating free trade for Canada, 
and failed to forget It 

That for a few years he fought for mire 
strlcted reciprocity with the United States 
and failed t oget it. 

That for years he railed at the Conservn 
tlvc governments of Canada because they 
did not secure free access to "our great 
natural market to the smith;" thai lie did 
his best to prevent his opponents from se- 
curing reciprocal advantages by persistent- 
ly pretending that the Liberals were dls- 
posed to offer the United Stntes better 
terms than the Conscvntlves; nnd thai 
when he got Into power, after humbling 
Canada In the dust at Washington, he, .is 
usual, fulled, and wns sent empty away. 

For 18 years lie pledged himself to re- 
duce tho expenditure In Canada, nnd In 
three years of office not only failed to re- 
deem his pledge, but Increased the ex- 
penditure by about four millions per an 
num. 

In opposition he declaimed against the 
national debt of Canada. In power he not 
only fails to reduce It, but In less than 
three years IncrcnseB It by more than 
seven mllllona. 

In opposition he denounced the national 
policy and pledged himself to sweep It out 
of existence. He failed In opposition and 
ngnln falls In power. 

In opposition who so eloquent In the de- 
nunciation of rnllwny subsidy denls? r« 
power the apologist for the In 
County nnd Yukon deals. Failure ngn.i.. 

In opposition "a democrat to the hilt," 
In power It cannot be denied Hint lie wears 
a "tin pot" title, a "tin pot" medal of n 
moribund club and n "tin pot" cocked hat 
with a considerable grace. But from ti 
democratic demagogue point of view, Is 
not this also n failure? 

Is there, then, no grent achievement for 
which tho historian enn give Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier credit? Unfortunntely, yes! He 
prevented the British government from 
granting preferential treatment to Canada, 



A POSTAL SCANDAL. 

The Boundary Country's Vain Appeals 
to Ottawa for Regular Mail Service. 

From the Cascade Record. 

A short time since, when the mall sendee 
into the Boundary country was so bad that 
't seemed to be almost beyond endurance, 
the Record did not hesitate to 
present facts nnd figures showing 
It up In Its true light. Th-_- 
matter was presented to the post office In 
pector, W. H. Dorman, of Vancouver, nnd 
be promised to do what he could to I in 
prove it. Coast and eastern mall destlnei 
for Cascade was not sent through the Unl 
ted Stntes, us should have been done be 
fore. This was a decided Improvement 
nnd the Record made haste to make n note 
of It. 

Now, however, the malady has broken out 
ngnln, and, like relapses, It is worse than 
ever. In fiict, It Ib raging nt present with 
great virulence. No one can tell where It 
will ej^end or how widespread It may be- 
come. There are Indications that it If 
confined largely to southern British Colum 
bin.

The 
Grand Forks mall, destined for Cascade, 
has a penchant for visiting Mar- 
cus first— perhaps to see how long K 
can take. Then again, mall sacks destined 
for Cascade from Marcus take an extra run 
up to the Forks for a change. 

One day this week the Record received 
a letter from Nelson that occupied five days 
In transmission; by the same mall ou» 
came from Toronto in the same time. 
Thursday the postmaster's office received 
a letter posted. In Spokane February 22. 
But the climax Is capped by one tha! 
en mo to the Record office Inst Monday, 
mailed In Montreal November 21. 

Tills is a pretty state of nffiilrs 1 
In this enlightened nineteenth century- 
Evidently there Ib something rotten— very 
rotten— la Denmark. It is a disgrace to 
the post office department. It Is a burn- 
ing shame, nnd Is moreover n great detri- 
ment to the business interests of the en 
tire Boundary district. Cnscade Is not 
alone in this. Every town hereabouts is 
complaining of the utterly unreliable mail 
service now given. 

It Is the department's business to locate 
the blame and apply the remedy. Its of 
llclals claim to have done this, but the only 
rcFiilt seems to be a worse state of af 
fairs than before.

Special constables 
were sworn in and sent to Carmanah to 
take the offenders to Clayooso for trial, 
but the Indians refused to be arrested, 
and were backed up by other members 
of the tribe, including the Indian con- 
stables. The specials had to retire. 
Finally the Indian agent visited the vil- 
lage and placed the Indians under arrest. 
They were lined from $2-50 to .$25. 

A Pioneer of '5:?.— William Veitch, who 
came to British Columbia in 1853 for 
the Hudson's Bay Company, died yes- 
terday nt his residence on the Craig- 
llower road, where since he severed his 
connection with the big company, he had 
been farming on a small scale. It is 
only a few weeks ago that Mrs. Veitch, 
whii came here with her husband, passed 
away. They were taken sick at the 
same time, and the old gentleman had 
not been well enough since his wife's 
death to be told of it. Mr. Veitch was 
a native of Edinburgh, Scotland, aged 
SI years. He leaves two sons and three 
(laughters, Mrs. Semple, Mrs. Bulcher 
and Mrs. Piatt, survive him. The 
funeral will take place to-morrow after- 
noon at 2:.'50. He will be buried beside 
his wife at Colwood cemetery. 



The action in which certain sharehold- 
ers in the old Lc Roi Mining Company 
seek to set aside the sale of the com- 
pany's mine at Rossland to the British 
American Corporation, came before Mr. 
Justice Martin yesterday. The plaintiffs 
are Mr. Bayne and others and their ac- 
tion is taken against the Britisli Ameri- 
can Corporation and the Le Roi Com- 
pany. The contention of the plaintiffs 
is that the sale was a fraud on them and 
they state in their affidavit that the 
British American Corporation purchased 
sufficient shares to elect their own di- 
rectorate and then sold the mine 
themselves for .-?2,SU0,U00, afterwards 
selling it to a British syndicate for .ft, 
750.000. The plaintiffs filed a lis pen 
dens to prevent the sale being consum 
mated and the motion made yesterday 
by the defendants was to set this aside 
This was ordered done, the defendants 
to give security to the extent of .$1.50 
share for each share held by the plain 
tiffs. Mr. A. B. McPhillips for the 
plaintiffs and E. 1'. Davis, Q.C., for the 
defendants. 

RE AM 10 HI CAN BOY- 
Mr. Justice Martin yesterday heard the 
arguments in tile petition of Mr. William 
Braden against the decision of the Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works dis 
allowing his adverse claim to the Ameri- 
can Boy mineral claim of which he was 
the first locator, but upon which the pros 
cut holders were the first to complete the 
assessment work. Judgment was 
served. Messrs. Bodwell and McPhillips 
appeared for Braden and E. P. Davis, 
Q.C., for the present holders. 

MANDAMUS TO ISSUE. 
An application was made before Mr. 
Justice Wnlkem in the Supreme court 
yesterday by Mr. F. W. Stubbs for a 
writ of mandamus to compel the board 
of licensing commissioners of Victoria 
to hear his application for a transfer of 
the license of the Hall saloon, Fort 
street, from C. W. Clemenson to him- 
self. The application was refused at the 
last sitting of the court ::s the present 
bolder of the license was in Australia 
and under the new Liquor License act 
the application for the transfer cannot bp 
made by the owner of the property, as 
was the case under the former act. The 
application was granted and the writ 
will be issued. 

CHOSE SPKEDr TRIAL- 
James W. Young, committed for trial 
on a charge of indecent assault yester- 
day appeared before Mr. Justice Wal- 
kem and elected to be tried under the 
Speedy Trials act. The trial was set for 
April 4. Young has been admitted to 
bail in $1,000 on his own recognizance 
and two sureties of .$500 each.

OnerThird of Mutual Life Company's

Mr. William B. Carlile. superinten- 
dent of agencies of the Mutual Life 
Company of New York, who has been 
n the city for several days in company 
with Mr. Sherwood Gillespie, the Coast 
uperintendent of the company, left for 
he Sound last evening.

Few Changes in the Townsito 
Survey— A Great Sample 
Nugget. 



Gold Commissioner Graham and Chief 
of Police McKenua arrived at Atlin 
City on Thursday, the Oth instant, ac- 
cording to reports by the Humboldt yes- 
terday, uud at once took in hand the 
many matters that had been held In 
abeyance pending their coining. The re- 
cord books were thrown open; court was 
ordered for the following Monday; and 
Mr. Brownlee's survey was adopted for 
the towusite, the original survey being 
largely confirmed. 

With the advent of the officials the 
town appears to have awakened, and in 
n few weeks it and the Atlin country 
generally will be booming again. 

A. W. Murray, who accompanied mail 
carrier Lillie out with this news, was a 
passenger down from Skagway by the 
Humboldt. He adds that mining opera- 
tons are being vigorously pushed on both 
Spruce and Pine creeks. A quartz nug- 
get dug up rccntly in No. 9 on the latter 
creek has just been crushed and gives a 
value in gold of $22.50. This is un- 
questionably the largest nugget the At- 
lin district has yet produced. 

Referring editorially to the prospects 
of AUiu iu its last Sunday's issue, the 
Skagway Alaskan says: 

"There appears to be no doubt from 
the numerous encouraging reports that 
keep coming in from the Atlin country 
that so far as the gold bearing quartz 
is concerned it is a very rich and prom- 
ising country and gives evidence of de- 
veloping even better results than have 
already been produced. Latest reports 
from. there are to the effect that many 
valuable quartz leads have been struck 
which are said to assay very rich. It is 
a generally accepted fact that both 
placer and quartz belts are known to ex- 
tend north from the Atlin district into 
the Northwest Territory. This has been 
proved beyond question by prospects 
made iu_ that direction, so that should 
the British government fail to afford re- 
lief from the exclusion act it wi.l remain 
for the enterprising and energetic Ameri- 
can miner and prospector to follow the 
same lead north of the British Columbia 
line and there find the san"! rich deposits 
on which he can stake a 250 foot claim, 
instead of the 100 foot claim in the At- 
lin district. So out of evil there may 
come great good in the shape of new and 
possibly rich mining camps in which Am- 
ericans will not be treated on a par with 
Chinamen," 

emergency PARADE. 

Largo Turnout of the First Battalion 
Last Evening— No. 2 Company- 
Won. 

The "emergency" parade for which the 
olllcers and men or the First battalion 
have been watching for some time was 
called last evening^ and so closely had 
tin; olllcers kept in touch with the men 
of their companies that there was a Vi y 
full turnout*, including staff and band. 
Col. Gregory sent out word shortly be- 
fore six o'clock last evening that the 
parade would take p'.uco nt eight and the 
officers quickly notified their non-coms, 
who in turn got the men together. There 
wore some who failed to get their uni- 
forms on in time but all who heard of 
it were there and thj parade was con- 
sequently the largest in the history of 
the battalion, excepting the one at the 
opening of the drill hall.

No. :t company was the strongest uni- 
formed, but as the prize was for the larg- 
est percentage of the available strength 
as appeared from the returns made on 
the bth of March No. 2 company won. 
The available strength on March 8 was: 
No. 1 company, 87; No. 2, ST: No. 3. [\(\. 
Since that date No. 2 company has been 
increased to SO and No. 3 company t» 
Kit) men. 

The parade last night, was: No. 1 
company 07; No. 2, SI; No. 3, 7S; com- 
missioned olllcers and staff, i); band, 10; 
bugle band, 14. Total 20S 

No. 2 company had in addition seven 
in bugle band, but as they are not on 
the establishment list they were not 
counted. No. 2 also had one man, who 
fell in after the adjutant took over the 
parade, who was not counted. Of No. 
2 company's olllcers, non-commissioned 
officers and men there were only (II uni- 
formed and under arms, the other 21 
being recruits and seven of them not yet 
provided with uniforms.

SmiKtRS BOLD MOVE 



Dissatisfied Workmen of the Whito 
Pass and Yukon lioad luiim- 
idate Camp No. f. 



Commissioner and Marshal Take 
Prompt Preventive Measures 
— All Saloons Closed. 



The strike situation on the White Pass 
& Y ukon railway has recently assumed 
a very serious phase, according to the 
reports of passengers ou the steamer 
Humboldt, arriving here yesterday morn- 
ing. Secret meetings were held almost 
daily throughout last week, and on Sun 
day a party of the strikers, variously 
estimated as composed of from 85 to ;100 
men, invaded Camp No. 1; ordered the 
non-strikers to quit work immediately or 
take the consequences; and even went 
so far as to threaten that if the camp 
were not abandoned by 7 o'clock the fol 
lowing morning, it would be blown up 
with dynamite. Other threats of vio 
lenee were at the same time freely in- 
dulged in, and where workers were ab- 
sent from their tents or cabins, notices 
rudely printed on brown paper were left 
conspicuously displayed, three samples 
being hereunder produced: 

" Move out and avoid trouble." 

" Quit this camp. 
" By order. 
" Alaska (Jon federation of Labor.' 

" All you fellows in this camp are re 
quested to get out of here as quickly us 
possible. 

" By order of 
" Alaska Confederation of Labor, 

The overpowering numbers of the 
visiting number inducer practically all 
the workmen who were nt home to re 
ceive them, to act upon the advice given — 
and quit work. Their blankets and 
other properties were taken in charge by 
the strikers' committee and conveyed to 
Skagway, although there was apparently 
no organization in the raid. 

After the visit to Camp No. 1, Com 
mitteeman O'Neill, who is one of the 
leaders of the strike, made the follow 
ing announcement in regard to the expe 
dition: "There were about 300 of us— 
perhaps more — went up to Camp No. 1 
this afternoon, and when we got there 
all the men at work immediately cami 
out. There were about •'!0 of them — 
well, you may say about -10, for all the 
cooks and commissary men came out, 
too." 

A lady who counted the strikers as they 
trooped up the road to Camp No. 1, suys 
that there were exactly 85; others who 
saw them, estimate the crowd to huv 
numbered from 100 to 200. They reached 
the camp at 4:30 iu the afternoon, the 
men at the time being in the enjoyment 
of their Sunday loaf, and no one being 
officially in charge of the camp. Dick 
and Fowler each had 10 men under him, 
and with the cooks and commissary men 
the number would be about 40 all told 

The first movement was toward tin 
bunk-houses, where each man was or 
dered to roll up his blankets and get 
out. If any refused, his belongings 
were unceremoniously bundled up and 
out— and the owner with them. The 
section foreman's private house, in which 
he lives with his family, was next visit 
ed, the mob entering without the formal 
ity of knocking, and searching all the 
rooms— presumably iu an endeavor to 
locate the " boss-" 

As soon as Commissioner Sehlhredc 
and Marshal Tanner heard of the move 
ment, they hurried to the scene, meeting 
on their way Up the railroad the parties 
of men carrying down their blankets. 
The commissioner on his arrival at tin 1 
camp collected the notices that had been 
posted up or placed on the men's 1)1 
kets by the strikers, and from th 
drew the conclusion that violence was 
meditated in the event of resistanc 
being offered by the men to the demands 
of the committee. 

Iu consequence he determined to take 
every possible precaution to obviate such 
a contingency, or he prepared for it it' 
worst came to worst, a first move in 
this direction being the issuing of an 
order that all saloons should close and 
remain closed until his further orders. 
At the same time it is understood that a 
request was made to the nearest United 
Suites army otllcer for a sufficient force 
iu reserve to be capable of dealing with 
any disorder that might arise, and some 
;>0 tried men were listed to be sworn In 
as special constables ami assume duty at 
a moment's notice should occasion arise 
for their services. 

It is a compliment to the powerful in- 
ueiice Commissioner Sehlbrede has gain- 
ed in the country, and also to the spirit 
of good order among the liqt'or men 
themselves, that every place was rigidly 
closed. There were no "side door" or 
other subterfnges; the order was hoi 
estly obeyed and with ready willingnes 
With such a spirit of regard for law and 
order everywhere prevalent, it does not 
seem probable that any serious out- 
brenk will occur. 

The Skagway Alaskan thus reviews 
editorially this latest and boldest move 
of the discontented element among the 
workers: 

"'1 he strikers, by their attempt to in- 
timidate workmen nt Camp No. 1 yester- 
day, broke faith witn the citizens of 
Skagway, who received and trusted them 
on their promise of good behaviour. 
Marching in a body to Camp No. 1 yes- 
terday was done for the purpose of in- 
timidating by a show of numbers; their 
posting of notices warning the working- 
men to quit was an intimidation; their 
taking away from the camp a few of the 
weak-kneed men was nn intimidation; 
m short, summed up us n whole, their 
action of yesterday was a breach of the 
peace which might have bad serious re- 
sults if not checked in time by Judge 
Sehlbrede and the marshal. 

"All this is wrong, and the sooner the 
trikers change their methods the bet- 
er it will be for all concerned. The 
strikers have nothing to lose, whereas 
the citizens, and their property and busi- 
ness interests, have everything to lose. 
The citizens received the strikers in good 
faith mid yesterday's action was a poor 
return for all the kindness extended to 
itiem. 

"Skagway has already suffered from 
the strike, and any further attempt to 
interfere with men wil'ir.vS to work is 
apt to turn what few friends the strikers 
may still have left among the respectable 
portion of the community nnd bring 
dnwb on their heads an avalanche of un- 
lookcd for trouble. Secret sessions, the 
appointment of a 'vigilance committee 1 
nnd such other bellicose movements 
must be construed as the acts of men 
who are seeking to make trouble; there- 
fore they must not wonder if they find 
eounier movements made for self-protec- 



tion on the part of the citizens whose 
property and business arc threatened. 

"A few words o f fiiendly and timely 
warning to the strikers will not be out 
of order at the present time. Maintain 
a peaceable front; shake off the fellov/s 
who are using you for their own selfish 
ends; make your light wi.h the railroad, 
unaided, diplomatically nnd by means of 
arbitration, but don't attempt violence or 
intimidation, for (he moment you do 
either you place yourself out of the pale 
of the law and sympathy and lay your- 
selves open to be dealt with accordingly. 
So stop while there is yet time, for the 
respectable element of this town is made 
up of men who aie known to be firm, 
fearless and resolute when roused, and 
who might prove a veiitab'e Nemesis^to 
you and yours when least looked for."

The Yukon Mining 1 Regulations in 
Need of Had. cul Amend- 
ment. 



Present C nd.it ions on the Klondike 
aim the Prospect lor 
the Fu ure, 



Moriey M. Ogiivie, a son of the Com- 
missioner of the Yukon and himself a 
pioneer of that great gold district tuid a 
claim owner on Hunker creek, is spend- 
ing a day or two at the Dominion on 
his way honu to Ottawa. Uu left Law- 
son about the 5th of lust mouth and 
made a leisurely trip out, stopping en 
route at Stewart river for some days. 

The past year has been his first of 
residence in the North as a mine owner 
and operator; he was on the Yukon with 
his father in lb'Jo, however; then he ac- 
companied the survey purty that was 
sent out from the StiKiue for Mackenzie 
and Mann; and this year he has brought 
his experience of northern mines to sec- 
vice in mining for himself. 

Money has been decidedly tight in the 
Klondike district this year, he says, al- 
though this was to have been anticipated. 
Iu the first fever of a gold rush everyone 
is a millionaire in prospective, and money j 
is spent with a free hand. Then the 
glamor wears away, and matters adjust 
themseives to a more businesslike and | 
common sense basis. But there must of 
necessity be the reaction. 

'Ibis is bow (he Klondike is tills year 
— with but little money m circulation un- 
til the spriug wa.-bup is over, and hun- 
dreds of dissatisfied men ready to pro- I 
uouuee the country a failure. As a 
matter of fact the man of experience 
knows it to be one of the best mining 
fields the world has ever produced, but 
experienced miners cannot gtaduate in 
a day from the store or office. 

Last year and the year before, thous- 
ands Hocked to the upper Yukon who 
knew literally nothing about mining. 
Each had h.s six months' or n year's 
provisions and perhaps a little money. 
His first des.re was to get a claim, and 
he therefore joined in each crazy stam- 
pede of the long succession, ("letting a 
claim he proceeded to sink on it— one 
hole or perhaps two or three. 

Usually if the first hole proved a fail- 
ure, the new hand was inclined to then 
and there condemn his mine, forgetting 
that patience is a first requisite in the 
make-up of a good miner, and that the 
veterans of the Yukon frequently sink 
six or eight, sometimes as many as 
twenty holes on their claims before strik- 
ing the luck. 

Hence it comes that many of the new 
miners now find their stores exhausted, 
themselves without resources, and their 
claims a disappointment. It may bo at 
the same time that the claims if given a 
fair trial would prove up as good as the 
best, ami their owners develop into ex- 
celent miners. 

They have to pass through their proba- 
tion, however, and learn through experi- 
ence what other miners have learned. 

Ab for the output of the Klondike this 
year it will probably exceed that or 1898 
—for more labor has been available, and 
the number of claims had been very 
much increased, Eldorado, Dominion, 
Bonanza, Hunker ami Sulphur being the 
chief contributors. These are practic- 
ally all the creeks that miners have a 
comprehensive knowledge of, the devel- 
opment of the other northern streams 
not yet having advanced to that degree 
that they may be regarded us fixed quan- 
tities. 

1900 should be a much better year for 
the Klondike than 1S09, for the new 
blood wiil have got down to business by 
that time; the nfter-the-boom depression 
will have passed j and the regulations 
will, it is to be hoped, have been so 
amended that the prosperity and develop- 
ment of the country may lie promoted 
by them instead of retarded— as is the 
case at present. 

It is particularly necessary that the 
hydrnulicing regulations shall be re- 
drawn if capital is to he interested in Un- 
scientific working of the country mi a 
large scale, the alternative live miles of 
reserve being our markedly objection- 
able feature of the present regulation. 

Indeed the entire programme of re- 
serves and royalties in Mr. Ogilvie's opin- 
ion requires amendment. The govern- 
ment reserves are idle property, be says, 
that is constantly deteriorating in value, 
as the wood disappears from it and new 
creeks are exploited and divert the at- 
tention of the mining men. 

The question of a wood famine is n 
very serious one for Klondikers to con- 
sider at the present time, although it 
will probably not be much longer before 
electricity is adopted for the .working of 
the ground thai still has to he thawed 
with lire. Economy of wood is neverthe- 
less very necessary. 

Kor steam consumption next summer 
the N. A. T. Co. expect to have coal 
available from the Coal Creel; mines, n 
four-foot seam of excellent lignite being 
worked here this season. It is probable 
also that the coal of the district will 
also come into general use for fuel next 
season. 

Ogiivie 
pronounces it one of the mildest of many 
years. Had it been otherwise many

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THE CASCADE MURDER. 

Unfortunate Italian Slain With An Axe 
for Money He Had Saved. 

From Grand Forks Miner, Mnrch 7. 

It now transpires that the finding of 
the supposedly frozen Italian last week 

about six miles from Cascade, lias im- I readily traced to Skngway'B enemies am! 
earthed one of the* foulest murders ever I Dyea's friends. The strikers were genor- 



legations set forth In the circular, which Is 
misleading and full of misrepresentation, 
and all pronounce It an outrage upon the 
community, and one which may yet result 
In grievous Injury to every business Inter- 
est centreing here. The two last para- 
graphs of the circular have no connection 
whatever with the strike, and their pur- 
port is so evident that their origin can be 



perpetrated in this country 

Last Friday Dr. Smith, coroner went 
to Cascade to hold an inquest and im- 
punnelled the fololwiug jury: A. Cam- 
eron, foreman; U. T. Evans, C. Palmer, 
N. Robinson. D. D. Ferguson and W. 
J. Iioas. The investigation began at 
about 1:30 p.m. Friday and was con- 
tinued until Monday to allow of a post 
mortem examination by Dr. Foster of 
Cascade. 

The following is a short synopsis of 
the evidence adduced at the inquest: 

East Wednesday afternoon one Mc- 
Neill, n prospector, stopped at the Cove 
Hotel, on the Brooklyn wagon mad, and 
informed the proprietor, '1'. .1. Gorman, 
that he had passed the body of a man 
at the side at the road about three miles 
back. McNeill then proceeded on his 
way to Brooklyn und Gorman went to 
look for the body. 

Locating it lie harried on into Cascade 
and reported the find to Provincial Con- 
stable Darraugh, of that place, who the 
next morning, went to the scene in com- 
pany with Frank Asprey and W. H. 
Cooper >ind brought in the unfortunate 
man's remains. The coroner was at 
once notilied and proceeded down to 
hold an inquest. 

Several Italians were found who iden- 
tified the dead man as one Donata Cas- 
sato, who with his partner had been 
working for Carolina Maglio nt his camp 
about 10 miles from Cascade toward 
Gladstone. 

Cassato had quit this job about the 
first of the year and announced his in- 
tention of returning to Italy, which 
would indicate that he had a consider- 
able sum of money by him. 

Leaving his blankets with his partner, 
lie had started to walk from the camp 
to Cascade on his way out. About the 
7th of January Nick Lamnnnn, a fellow 
laborer, passed Cassato on the road, and 
that was the last seen of him until the 
finding of the body in the snow by the 
roadside. Other Italians also identified 
the body so there can be no doubt of its 
being (hut of Donata Cassato. 

When found the remain were about 
twelve feet from the roadside down a 
slight incline and was almost hidden by 
the snow, which had completely obliter- 
ated all other traces of the crime. 

The shoes were off and the socks partly 
so, ks If the murderer hud removed them 
in the search for his victim's money. 
One side of the head showed a deep cut 
running from behind the ear to the eye, 
and on the other side was a great gash 
under the chin. One thumb was also 
badly cut, as though the unfortunate had 
attempted to ward off his slayer's blows, 
and everything indicated that there had 
been a scnflle before the murder was ac- 
complished nnd the body thrown oil to 
the s T de of the road. 

On the body was found 1?S in bills, a 
bandana handkerchief, two app!es. n to- 
bacco sack and n scrap of paper with 
the name of E. Gillberg on it. Gillberg 
was a time-keeper for A. Rearpelli, a sub- 
contractor under Burns & Jordan, nnd 
when sent for said that the paper hail 
been taken from his desk in camp, and 
was of no value. Me had not noticed 
who took it as there wen 1 a number of 
persons in the room nt the time. 

On Monday, afler a post-mortem ex- 
amination by Df- Foster the jury 
brought in n verdict thai the deceased, 
Donata Onssntn, had come to his death 
from the elTeel ol" blows from an axe 
or other sharp edged instrument, ad- 
ministered by some person to them un- 
known. 

There seems to be not the slightest 
doubt but that Cassato was followed 
and murdered by some one who knew of 
the money of which he was passessed. 
but who committed the dastardly crime 
it does not seem will ever he discovered 
as the body had evidently been where 
found since early in January and his 
murderer would thus have ample time to 
put thousands of miles between himself 
and the scene of his crime. 

Some few Blight clews ns to the iden- 
tity of the murder have been discovered 
but nothing which seems likely to be of 
material aid in effecting his detection and 
capture.

"No more dastardly attempt to ruin the 
growing commercial interests of Skagway 
lias ever been made tbnii the one perpe- 
trated In (his city yesteday by the publl 
cation of a libelous circular, purporting to 
have hern issued by the railroad strikers, 
but which In fact bears all the ear marks 
of haying been drafted and railroaded 
through (lie strikers' meeting by several 
parties from this city and Dyca Inimical to 
the best Interests of the community. The 
matter Is much more serious than the sur- 
face shows, nail It Is to be regretted that 
tlie striking railroad men allowed them- 
selves to be used hh cntH' paws by the 
'rule and ruin' gaag, which Is ready to 
sacrifice every Interest in tlie city In order 
to gain their selfish ends. In our local 
columns to-day will be found a score or 
more of Interviews on tills subject with 
leading citizens. A careful perusal of 
these will show the strikers that uninten- 
tionally they have allowed themselves to 
be placed in n false position, for which 
I hoy will be both criticised and censured, 
and In the end lose the friendship of many 
who have heretofore given them their 
support, financial and otherwise. There Is 
no mistaking the tone voiced by those citi- 
zens.

The town is well laid out on a 
beautiful level plain, with buildings of a 
superior order for n place of its size, while 
its surroundings are like a beautiful park, 
With hills rising In benches until the moun- 
tains are reached. From the stocks of 
goods carried by Its merchants, It Is evi- 
dent that a large trade must be don» 
here.

I know every detail. It was a fake, pare

"It was simply a case of a lot of crooked

Well, on the night of the 
tight Corbett felt that some one wns going 
to give him the 'double-cross,' and he in- 
structed MoVey, his second, to climb in 
through the ropes if Sharkey j;ot vicious In 
the ninth round, which wns, according to 
programme, to be the last. Sharkey seemed 
to he boxing fust, and MeVey climbed 
through the ropes, thereby losing the tight 
for Corbett.

But 
Kelly 'got next' and declared nil bets off, 
which he bad no right to do under the rules, 
its the bets go with the decision.

His Death Must Delay Proceedings 
Because Investigation Was 
Orally Conducted.

EomJon, March 17.— The Times in an 
article this morning dealing with the Am- 
erican and British-Canadian joint com- 
mission, after pointing out that Baron 
Herschell's successor will be unable to 
resume the negotiations at tho exact 
point where they were dropped, owing to 
the investigation having to ti large extent 
been conducted orally, says: 

"This is no less regrettable for Am- 
erica than it is manifestly deplorable 
from the British poiut of view. Barou 
llcrsehell was a keen supporter of Can- 
adian rights, hut he clearly perceived 
the immense value of a neighborly agree- 
ment between Canada and the United 
States on the chief points. , 

"That Canada alone has much to gain 
by a satisfactory settlement is an en- 
tirely fallacious presentment of the 
case. American interests are equally 
deeply involved and many well informed 
advisers of the Canadian government 
perceiving this to he the case are en- 
deavoring to produce a rupture of the ne- 
gotiations." 

The article then proceeds to point out 
that the United States will soon be com- 
pelled to look to Canada for supplies of 
timber, in view of the rapid depletion of 
their own forests. Dealing at length 
with the whole question of the lumber 
interests between the two nations it 
concludes as follows: 

"It will be felt by all who are disposed 
to take a broad view that the interests of 
both nations would be better served by 
a policy of mutual consideration. Can- 
ada happens to possess certain supplies 
of raw materials necessary to American 
industries. If America desires free ac- 
cess to these supplies, the price to he 
paid, as between the protectionist coun- 
tries, is clearly a free trade in manufac- 
tured articles for Canadian competition. 
Otherwise the Canadian authorities will 
have obvious difficulty in resisting pres- 
sure at home to keep raw material in 
Canada and force the American manu- 
facturers to establish their factories in 
Canada for the benefit of Canadian 
labor.

A WHEEL TKUST. 

Fifty Millions of Capital to Make Profit 
Out of the Chaiuless Variety. 

New York, March 10.— The Herald to- 
morrow will say: 

Makers of bicycles have arranged the 
details of the formation of ti trade com- 
bination that will Involve capital to the 
amount of $50,000,000. It is understood thai 
ten of the leading makers of wheels have 
entered the combine, and that several oth- 
ers will probably be persuaded to add He n 
signatures to the agreement. 

A. G. Spalding is credited with being the 
moving spirit In the proposed combine 
With him are associated A. A. Pope and 
H. Philip GormuIIy, of the Gormully & 
Jeffrey Manufacturing Company, of Chi- 
cago. 

Attempts to form a bicycle combine Imro 
been made In the past, but all have been 
futile, primarily because the small manu- 
facturers could not be eliminated. 

With the coming of the chalnless bicycle 
however, the situation was altered Wut'e 
the transmission of power by means of 
shaft and gearing Is not a novelty, rim 
adaptation of It to the use of the bicyclist. 
Involving the construction of the compli- 
cated machinery necessary to turn out the 
gears, Is said to have cost one company 
more than $300,000. A company was form 
ed In New Jersey and licensed to manu- 
facture bevel-geared bicycles, but mule.- 
Its patents privileges were granted to som-> 
of the largest concerns to the trade. It 
Is upon the foundation afforded by tho-v 
licensed concerns that the new organiza- 
tion is to be founded. All the companies 
licenses have agreed not to cut prices, un- 
der penalty of forfeiture of license, and 
I he payment of a cash penalty said to Im- 
.f.sOOO.OOO. 

When this had been arranged A. c. 
Spalding set sail for Europe. At the time 
It was said that be went for his health, 
in the course of Mr. Spalding's search for 
health abroad, It Is said he obtained In 
France the control of the Acetacyne pa- 
tents, which are considered to be the foun- 
dation of the bevel gear wheel, the Frenc'i 
having used this form of power transmis- 
sion several years before it was tried else 
Where. In England the cross-roll or gear- 
ed patents were obtained. No change In 
the bicycle business for the present year 
Is contmplnted, but next year 'each manu- 
facturer's product will be marketed, Hi' 
middle men's profits being eliminated. Tim: 
nil this has been carefully planned Is shoem 
by the recent organization of a $~>.ooihhhi 
bicycle saddle company by A. L. Garford 
former president of the National Illcvcle 
Board of Trade. 

To this Is to be added the steel tube com 
blnatlon and the wood rim organization. 
Aside from the beveled geared wheel, then'.

each of which Is declared by Its maker to 
be equal to those which will bp controlled 
by the organization.

Another story of the most pitiful suffer- 
ing and horrible death has come from 
the awful Valdez glacier, at the head of 
Cook Inlet, in Alaska. The rugged moun- 
tain, with its deep crevices 'and treacher- 
ous storms, has been the death of six 
more mm who attempted to cross it. 
Men have been warned to keep off the 
glacier during the winter, but such ad- 
vice is not heeded, and these six have 
paid the penalty of attempting to cross. 

But they died in a good cause and 
died heroically. They were not trying to 
come out of the country to save them- 
selves. Four heroes had two brother 
miners, sick unto death with scurvy, 
whom they were drawing on sleds across 
to Valdez, where proper medical treat- 
ment could be secured. The treacher- 
ous weather changed; a storm arose, 
and they were frozen. These are the 
names of the dead. 

Adolph Erhardt, New York. 

Maxmillian Miller, lilU East Eightieth 
street, New York. 

Alfred Allerninn, 112 West Twelfth 
street, New York. 

Dr. Edward Logan Lyons, New York. 

Itudolph EllerUump, Louisville, Ky. 

August Schultz, New York. 

The exact date of the death of these 
six men is not known, but so far as can 
be learned from passengers who came 
down on the steamship Excelsior, which 
left Valdez on March 0, they must have 
been frozen to death the last week in 
February. They were not discovered un- 
til March 2. 

A TRAIL OF DEATH. 

The Valdez trail is oik; of the most 
dangerous in Alaska. There have been 
dozens of men frozen on its steep sides. 
The distance is, not long, for in good 
weather the mountain can be crossed in 
a day. In fact, all during the winter 
prospectors have crossed the glacier from 
Twelve Mile camp to Valdez, thirty-two 
miles, in a day. When there are no 
fierce storms and the snow is not flying 
and drifting the feat is not at all dilli 
cult. But the weather can very seldom 
be depended on. Often it is clear and 
cold in the morning and by afternoon a 
raging storm is sweeping about the sum- 
mit. 

Or. Logan had been caring for scurvy 
patients at Twelve Mile for many 
months. lie had given his time and ser- 
vices to them without hope of payment. 
Persons coming out of the Copper Hivcr 
country have spoken of him in the high 
est terms, and have described him as a 
noble man. lie came to the conclusion 
during February that two of the men 
at Twelve Mile camp, August Schultz 
and Alfred Allerman, could not live un 
less they were taken to Valdez, where 
they could have bet ter medical treat- 
ment. These men, who were of the Sci- 
entific Prospecting Company, of New- 
York, had two partners with them. Maxi- 
inillian Miller and Adolph Erhardt, who 
had come all the way from New York 
with them. When they heard Dr. Do- 
gan's opinion they determined to make 
the attempt to save their companions at 
any cost, and the doctor was inclined to 
accompany them, so that he could care 
for the two patients on the way over. 
Ellerkamp decided to go with the party. 

The two men were placed on sleds and 
it was the intention of the party to draw 
them over thirty-one miles in a day. On 
the day they started the weather was 
calm and fair, with no indication what- 
ever of a storm.' It was a day like many 
others on which prospectors had crossed 
the glacier in safety and reached Valdez 
in one day. But the storm came up 
and they were beater, down by It. The 
fierce wind which drifted the snow in 
heavy embankments, wore them out. 
They never reached Valdez, but their 
bodies, stiff in death, were seen by others 
who came across from Copper Centre. 

This account of the tragedy was writ- 
ten by Sylvester Grogg, at Fort Valdez, 
and sent to the Post-Intelligencer on the 
Excelsior: 

"Last Tuesday evening the horrifying 
intelligence was brought to Port Valdez 
by a parly crossing the glacier that the 
frozen bodies of two tnen were seen at 
the Fourth bench. The storm was so 
furious that investigation could not be 
made, and in order to save their own 
lives the party was conipe'led lo hurry 
into Valdez, sixteen miles distant, 
THEIR DOG ON GUARD. 
"A large St. Bernard dog could not be 
coaxed away from the bodies he was 
guarding. The next day two resolute 
young men started out and only reached 
the scene by nightfall. They discovered 



Twelve*-Milo camp the past winter he 
has given his entire time to ministering 
to the sick, making his daily rounds on 
snowshoes iu nil kindB of weather. 
Through his devotion to his fellow-man 
he has lost his life. Being a man of 
powerful physique, in the prime of life, 
and warmly clad, lie could undoubtedly 
have' made his way to Port Valdez in 
safety had he not remained with the sick 
until there was no hope for them, and 
he was physically exhausted. The sad 
fate of these heroes is greatly deplored 
by the people of Fort Valdez. The 
bodies of the five men were brought to 
Port Valdez. The town hall was con- 
verted mot a morgue, from whence the 
burial took place three days later. 
ANOTHER VICTIM. 
Charles Johnson, from Quartz creek, 
recently arrived in Port Valdez, and 
reports the death of his partner, P. A. 
Benson, from freezing. Early in Janu- 
ary the two men were en route for Val- 
dez over what is known as the 1 summer 
trail-' Both were experts on snowshoes 
and made good progress over the deep 
snows in the mountains. In crossing a 
stream in a canyon, Benson missed his 
footing and fell into the open stream of 
shallow, swiftly flowing water. In extri- 
cating himself he became wet all over. 

" It was six miles to timber, and 
neither had with them a change of cloth- 
ing, and before fuel could be obtained 
for a lire, Benson laid down and could 
not be aroused from his long sleep. His 
partner was compelled to leave his body 
in the snow, after marking the place 
ivhere he left it. lie will return in the 
spring and give the body a proper 
burial," 

WHO THE MEN WERE. 
Four of Logan's, party were members 
of an ill-fated party that left New York 
city months ago for the Copper river 
country. Nine men formed the Scientific 
Prospecting Company, of New York. 
Six of them have met death iu the Cop- 
per river country. Two of them re- 
turned disgusted with the Copper river 
country. Four of those frozen who be- 
longed to it were Allerman, Miller, 
Schultz and Erhardt. 

Three others died from scurvy at 
Twelve-Mile and at Copper Centre, but 
their names cannot he learned. 

Only one of the seven who remained 
in the country— George Huber, of Brook- 
lyn—has come out alive. He reached 
here on the Excelsior last night, sick 
with scurvy, and he will 'go on home just 
as soon as he is able to do so.

Further on 
some faint footprints were found in the 
snow leading to a network of crevices, 
in which direction the bewildered vic- 
tims had gone in the blinding storm. 
Following the trail for some time, the 
bodies of Allerman nnd Ellerkamp were 
discovered lying dead in a crevice. Eller- 
kamp had fallen into the abyss and 
crushed his face, which was covered 
with ice and frozen blood.

THE PROBLEMS OF ASTRONOM Y. 
Prof. C. A. Young (lives His Views on 
the Future nf (lie Science. 

When we come to consider In order our 
rospects wMll r ,. s)) ,. l . t (o U)p 

" b,et "* of astronomy," we naturally look 
first nt the earth Itself and the astronom- 
cal quest ons that relate to It, according 
o Harper's Magazine. The last few years 
have brought sure knowledge of n min- 
ute periodical shift of her axis and a cor- 
responding displacement of the poles upon 
the surface of the globe. So far as the 
accuracy of our present observations can 
decide, this shift appears to he nearlv reg- 
ular, nnd yet theory would rather' Indi- 
cate that for various rensons It must be 
more or less irregular nnd accompanied by 
corresponding changes in the rate of rota- 
tion or length of day. It is to be hoped 
that before very long we may become able 
to detect the presence and amount of such 
Irregularities If they really exist, and it is 
not to be disguised that some anxiety Is 
felt lest It should he found that we are al- 
ready near the limit of accuracy In astro- 
nomical prediction— actually approaching a 
boundary which cannot possibly be over- 
passed. For If the earth, our standard 
measurer of time, "goes wild" to some ap- 
preciable extent, It Is clearly Impossible to 
predict astronomical events within time 
limits closer than the extent of her va- 
garies— unless. Indeed, some other time, 
measurer can be found, steadier and more 
to be trusted, to take her place. 

Doubtless, also, the years to come will 
correct pur knowledge of the dimensions 
of our globe and of Its mass and density. 
At present our estimate of the distance 
between two "well determined points" on 
opposite hemispheres— say, for instance, be- 
tween the centres of the domes of the ob- 
servatories at Washington nnd the Cape :if 
f'.ood Hope- is uncertain by at least a thou- 
sand feet; the earth's mass In tons Is still 
In doubt by fully 1 or per cent. The lim- 
its of error have been much diminished by 
the geodetic operations nnd gravitational 
experiments of the last 25 years, bnt there 
remains abundant room for Improvement.

I'ort Arthur, Out., March 17.— "I submit, 
but you are hanging an innocent mau. 
You are only doing your duty, hut 1 am 
Innocent." 

These were Oliver Trovost's words to 
lladcliffe, the hangman, when the latter 
request ed him to hold out his arms to be 
pinioned before the murch to the scaffold 
this morning. 

Oliver l'rovost, who was condemned to 
death for the murder' of Ileue Dublu and 
Ferdinand Corner on the 10th of Feb- 
ruary, lfci'JT, was hanged la the presence 
of about lio witnesses, including all the 
officials. No demonstration marked the 
execution, other than the gathering of a 
crowd of men and boys to the number of 
100 on the street by the gaol. 

The murch to the HcnUold began sharp 
at S o'clock, and win led by the shernC 
followed by l'rovost dressed In a black 
serge suit, supported on either side by 
Turnkey Connor and Hangman Undcllffe, 
Uev. Father Neaault and Uaol Surgeon 
Mncdounld. During the murch l'rovusi's 
face bore a haggard, .yellowish appearauc, 
his lips moved rapidly in prayer, but no 
sound came from l hem. The movement 
of the lips increased as the stops leading 

10 the scaffold were reached and the ascent 
began. Arrived on the scaffold, words, 
lirsl low, but ever Increasing In volume and 
vehemence, fell from Ids lips, addressed 
to the Virgin Mary and Jesus, praying ror 
mercy. On the march he walked with a 
slow movement, faltering, but not sufficient 
to give those assisting bis any trouble. 
During the adjustment of the black cup 
and noose there was no cessation of the 
prayer. 

All preparations at the scaffold were 
quickly made by Uudclllle, and within a 
hall minute from the arrival of the party 
on the scaffold the trap was sprung. The 
body shot down out of sight and instantly 
the rope was taut. Descending the steps 
and passing around to the side, where a 
couple of boards had been loosely nailed 
Uudcllffe quickly went to the luclosurc 
followed by two doctors, who, four mln 
utes after the trap had been sprung, pro- 
nounced life extinct, the pulse having 
stopped beating. The body was allowed to 
hang for thirty minutes, when It was taken 
down and placed on a couple of boards 
beside the machine that had taken Its life. 
The neck was found to have been broken 
and death was Instantaneous. A jury ' 
empanelled on the spot by the coroner and 
the usual verdict was returned. 

The executed man's body was burled in 
the angle of the gaol yard by the gaol 
wall and fence, but an effort will be mud 
to huve It burled In consecrated ground, a 
he became reconciled to the church previous 
to his death and received the last rite 
He made his lust confession to Rev. Father 
Neaault last night. The reverend gentle 
man and a Sister of St. Joseph passed tin 
entire night in the condemned man's cell 
administering to him all the religious con 
solution the offices afford. The prisoner 
passed a quiet night, though at times li 
broke down and sobbed. The early hoUi 
were spent with townsmen; at 4 o'eloc 
this morning he fell Into a doze, from 
which he awakened at 5, nnd from that 
time on lie spent the time in prayers juid 
meditation. At 7 o'clock breakfast wit 
offered him, but ho declined to ent any- 
thing. The execution was a perfect plec 
of work, Hadcllffc doing his work quietly. 

The following words In French were found 
in tlie cell which Provost occupied, ami 
were written this morning: "Oliver l'ro- 
vost, 17th March, sentenced for a crlun' 
which lie did not commit. What Is dis- 
couraging Is to think of dying such a dentil 
for which lie Is not culpable." Rev. Father 
Nt-aull authorized me to say that l'rovost 
died fully reconciled to the church. 

PROVOST'S CRIME. 

The crime for which Oliver l'rovost, as h 
signs his name, was hanged this mornlm 
was committed on the evening of Fohruur 
10, 1807, and consisted In the killing ami 
burning of Rene Dabltl And Ferdinand Hor- 
ner, two men who "lived n short dlstan ■-, 
from Port Arthur, where they kept a herd 
of pigs. They had a little money saved 
up. and, according to evidence, this Provos 
coveted. On the evening named, he wei 
to their shack and there shot them, nfte 
wards, with the assistance of a woman 
named Guutler, who lived wltl) him as li 
wife, he robbed the home and bodies. On 
the following morning lie returned and set 
lire to the buildings, burning the bodies 
past all human resemblance. Suspicion 
pointed to Provost, but he was allowed 
to leave town, taking the woman and 
children with him. lie moved to Oliver 
township. Leaving there and going Fast 
a few months later, he was followed by 
detectives and arrested nl Pembroke fo 
larceny, fm- which he was sentenced \o 
seven years' Imprisonment. He then Hindi 
a confession, in which lie charged the wo- 
man Haulier with the crime. She v.-.is 
arrested, but turned Queen's evidence, an. I 

11 was on her evidence that l'rovost wis 
convicted. Justice Armour presided at the 
trial, and never were more scathing words 
addressed to a prisoner than those which 
Judge Armour uttered when sentencing 
l'rovost.
